Now, I have no doubt that it is quite imjKirtant to ^ __ 

prepare our children for experiences they will later face. ^ 

I’m quite sure, also, that proper preparation will help our ^ 

children prevent many later problems. 

But, it seems to me, we face the danger of overdoing 
things, particularly today with all our psychologists, psy- ^ 
chiatrists, social workers and assorted other experts peering yj/ui v 
at us through one-way glass. 

We run the danger, I think, of becoming Big Brothers CRnt* 
to our children instead of being their parents. We risk, by f^cKE' 
over-preparing our children, by clucking over them like 
mother hens, the danger of destroying our children’s self- 
reliance, their ability to think for themselves and to act 
without the shadow of Big Brother in the background. 

And if self'reliance and the power of independent 
thought aren’t qualities which should prepare our children It 
for future experiences, I have a completly false view of the 
important requisites of our modern society. 

SELF-RELIANCE can be instilled, I think, by letting 
kids do things for themselves in their own childish ways, 
not by trying consciously to prepare our children for every 
future problem they will meet, which is impossible, any¬ 
way. 

This, I know, is difficult today. There are just too many ik/*v>.v/, 
cars, too few vacant fields that once provided ideal—and 
unsupervised—playgrounds, and too many well-meaning 
mothers and fathers with too many modern, labor-saving 
conveniences and too little to do. 

But, I think, we should start trying to make a better 
effort. Perhaps we should even take a chance now and then.

A new American Medical Association pamphlet, "Are 
You Fit to Drive?” lists somi 
a driver dangerous. 

The pamphlet, to be dis¬ 
tributed through doctors' of¬ 
fices, was prepared by the 
AMA Committee on Medical 
Aspects of Automobile In¬ 
juries and Deaths. It tells 
how a doctor can help an¬ 
swer the question of driving 
fitness and urges drivers to 
ask their doctors when they 
are in doubt about their fit¬ 
ness. 

ACCORDING to the pam¬ 
phlet, some of the things 
that make a driver danger¬ 
ous are: 

1. EMOTIONAL UPSETS 

Unless a person can keep his 
mind on the wheel and not 
on his worries, he should not 
take the wheel. 

2. THE DRIVER'S attitude. 

Some drivers feel the other 
fellow is always wrong. 

Some are aggressive and in¬ 
tolerant when they get into 
a car. They need to be ma¬ 
ture. 

3. SLEEPINESS. A sleepy 
driver is as much a hazard 
as a drinking one. Dozing is 
not restricted to night driv¬ 
ing. When making long trips, 
a person should rest every 
two hours, drinking coffee or 
cola to stay alert. He should 
not take any medicine that ] 
makes him drowsy.
